The people of BniUsh Columbia kVe 
determined to insist on the "Garn'ar- 
von Terms." ami nothing but' the 
terms. In iiublic meeting as.sembled 
tlie_v have, iu a series of resolulioi\s, 
pointed out the various negotiations iu 
regard to the construction of the railway 
and the}- lay .s]iecial stress upon the 
fact that under tho Carnarvon terms 
the Esquimalt and Nanaimo Ivailway 
was to be the first section constructed 
and the Lake fsaporior .section the 
lasts But the "hub"' of the whole af- 
fair is found in the coiicliicjing ' resolu- 
tions "■■ " " " ' 

"That tho Dominion tarill', however 
bonoficial it.inay be to the Kastorn Pro- 
vinces, is an injury to British Columbia, 
as it >veigli8 heavily ijrt the great liroduc- 
ing interests of tho Province, hasdostroy- 
ed the largo trade previously done by 
Victoria in British goods witli tho adjoin- 
ing States and territory of tho United 
States, and Una failedito eicnto orencour- 
a^'o any new industry. 

"That the only cpniiiensatiou iin.saible 
for tho many dra^vl)^ck3 of Oonfedcr.ation 
is railway conatruction by the Doaiiuion 
under tlie conditions of tliu Carnarvon 
settloiuent, and unless tho Tloniinion of 
Canada is propm-od to carry out its rail- 
way obligations .\YitU , BritUli ..Columbia 
Britisli Columbia" would beudfi't Largely by 
lioin.i; placed in the same position to the 
lirilish Crown as Newfoundland now 
occupies, having full control of her own 
resources and developments. " 

Now, the British fJolumbia members 
voted for the (ircsent tarill. Tiit-y did 
not, it will he seen from these resolu- 
tions, so vote on the merits of the tarifl', 
but in order to secure tho carrying out 
of the Carnarvon settlement. T'iie tar- 
ill' might bo injurious tQ'thR~.Uominion 
at large, but the British' Columbians 
cared nothing for that if iu return for 
supporting it they secured the material 
advantage of the railway. They were 
briiied to sup])ort the tarill'. Tlu^y did 
support it, but they have nob received 
the price of their treaclieiy. The gen- 
oral verdict will bo that it has served 
tliem right.

TIIK MEXDICAXT PUOVINCK. 

Tlie Victorifi, .B. C, Colonist com- 
plains that tliQ National policy has not 
produced tho good results in its pro- 
^•ince which ijs upholders . say have at- 
tended it elsewhere. "Because there 
arc few local manufactures to protect, 
and the province is consequently re- 
quired to import many of tho articles it 
wears and consumes which are pro- 
duced in abundance at the East." As 
fai;. as the facts,, go , this . cousplaint is 
well fouijded,:l)ut British Columbia has 
no right to object to whatever the gov- 
eriiment may impose on its people. 
They acted towards ^Mr. l\Iacken/'.ie in 
a most factious spirit, and crawled in 
the dirt at the feet of Sir John Mac- 
donald. Therefore, having preferred 
kicks to fair treatment, we cannot 
wast? syinpfttby „on them. Like the 
daugiitera of tlie' horseleech, however, 
the Victorians still cry| "give, givi; ! '' 
and, as a reason for tlio demand and a 
price for their sul)servicncy they ])ut 
forward a scheme for compensation on 
account of the delay in' constructing the 
Pacific Railway. "No one," says the 
Colonist, "would appear to be in a posi- 
tion to say how far the Dominion is 
prepared to go towards compensating 
British Columbia for eight years' de- 
lay in the commencement of railway 
construction, or what tho province is 
prepared to accept in lieu thereof." 
When we consider that the whole of 
the Eastern provinces ai*e being taxed 
for the exclusive Ijencfit of British Co- 
lumbia, which does not pay into the 
Federal Treasury one-tenth of what 
she takes out of it, this last proposition 
is certainly a cool one. As an echo of 
the gasconade to "wllich wb"are accus- 
tomed in Ottawa to bear from Mr. 
DeCosines, it only raises a smile — a 
sad one, to be sure, for we have !iitt(u-- 
ly realized the fact that the bargain 
with British Columbia was the worst 
one Sir John j\Iacdonakl • ever made, 
and that is saying a great deal. If it 
be not too late wc .would humbly sug- 
gest that the best way to settle the 
difliculty, would be to swap British 
Columbia with tho Ignited States for 
Alaska. We certainly couldn't lose 
anything by it, and wc might ])ossibly 
gain something, were it only in getting 
rid of a lot of mendicants, who jilay 
turn-about the roles of beggars and 
bullies.

SENATOR penny's ETHICS. 

The political ethics of Senator Penny 
have been curiously illustrated by him 
self. In aspeechmiide at Victoria Sena 
tor Macdonald said among other things 
that "Senators Christie and Penny, 
friends of Mr.Mackenzie,and who asked 
him to lobby foi- the bill (the P.sciui- 
malt and Nanaimo bill) were among 
the first to vote against it." This was 
a charge of some seriousness as it illus- 
trated more clearly than ever the mys- 
terious movement which Mr. Blake 
and his friends made in opposition to 
Mr. Mackenzie with the result of de- 
feating it in tlia Senate. The Ga::ette 
pointed out to Senator Penny, the na- 
ture of thei charge arid 'awaited ' (hat 
gentleman's reply. ,It is a singular 
one. It is a confession of the charge, 
and a justification of it on the curious 
ground that Jlr, Penny did it for the 
purpose of in some way deceiving or 
deluding the tory majority in tho Sen- 
ate.

"Mr. Penny never, on any occasion, to 
any one person, expressed an opinion fav- 
orable to the bill; he did somo lobbying;

It is 
to be hoped tliat on other occasions he 
acts with more regard for the publie 
interest and more care for hi.s piililic 
reputation, otherwi.se wc should lie in- 
clined jtq think; that the soouer he va- 
cates his seafcHh the Senate tiie better 
for the honor and dignity of that body. 
This highly moral gentleman coufesises 
that on a great public question involv- 
ing the honor of his party, his allegi- 
aiice to his chief, and tho strength of 
the government-he supported, he ac- 
tually r al^ndoned the govornmeiit bill 
forithftCpurJios'e of doing some Sort ' of 
injury .to the tories 1 Senator Penny's 
worst enemy could have said nothing 
more injurious and iusjirtinglbaii what 
he said of himself. ji ■ • 

Tlie 8ubjec^.idf Jth'e^'irejeQtioh of the 
Carnarvon Terms Bill by tlie Senate 
thus acquires a new interest.^ That 
episode in our political history has 
never been fully explained and v.\- 
posed. A delicate reticence has of late 
characterized the opposition in regard 
to it. The way in wdiich, Lord Dullev- 
in looked at it was this: > 

"J have learned with regret that tlioro 
is very widespread conviction in tho com- 
munity thut Mr. Mackenzie had surrop- 
titioiisly procured tho' defeat of his ow)i 
nieaauro iu the Upper House. Had Mr. 
Muckenziu dealt so trcacherouBly b.y 
Lord Carnarvon, by tlie ropresentativo of 
his sovereign in this contract or by you, 
ho would liavo/bcou guilty of a most at- 
rocious act, of which, 1 trust, no pul)lic 
man in Canada, or any other Briti.sh col- 
tmy, could bo capable. I tell you iu the 
most emphatic terms, and I plcd<<o my 
own honor on tho point, that Mr. Mae- 
kenzio was not guilty of such base and do- 
coitful conduct — luidl thought hiiu guilty 
of it oithci^ he would liavo coasud to I m 
priiiio ininisto or I sliould have left the. 
country." 

We all know now that il was not 
Mr. Mackenzie who procured the de- 
feat of tho measure. iNIr. Blako in his 
speech last session coufes.sed tliat i'lieff 
fcot it was ho wlio dealt the blpw»- H^ 
had opposed tho bill of his ; chief ; In^ 
had, though he did not confess it, in- 
iluenced his friends in the Senate- 
against it; and ho openly declareil that 
ho did not enter the cabinet until the 
Esquimalt and Nanaimo railway 
scheme had; been abatidoheitl. It is to 
him that Lord Dufferin's stinging lan- 
guage applies. Senator Penny's shock- 
ing excuse for his own action iu tho 
matter adds something more to the iii- 
oderifcrous history of tho transaction; 
and the people of Canada must feel 
that if eve.r-'pablic men stultified them- 
selves in regard to a great public ques- 
tion, Mr. Blake and his friends did so 
in regard to the Es([uimalt liiid Na- 
naimo railway bill.

VA.NOOUVER ISLAND FOU SECESSION. 

One of the conditions of tho Carnar- 
von settlement or compromise in 1871, 
after the Dominion had violated the 
original agreement, was that a r.iilrcad 
should be built as TiQon as ])ossili!e on 
Vancouver Island from Niinainio to 
Victoria; and the Dominion ha.s now 
clearly indicated its purpose not to 
build the Lsland road. The demaial of 
Vancouver Island for compliance with 
the Carnarvon terms or secession, is 
ei[nivalcnt to a simple declaration in 
I favor of secession. * * # # * t 
While the Dominion (Jabinel and 
Parliament have been guilty of numer- 
ous, acts of petty equivocation, as well 
as of three gross viol.ition.^.of tho pub- 
lic faith f!xplieitly pledged to British 
Columbia in this railroad inatter---ei|iii- 
vocatioiis and jierlidies utterly con- 
temptible in their motives and methods 
of execution — and while British Colum- 
bia would be abundantly justified in 
seceding, still this action of the people 
of Vancouver fsland is injudicious. 

'I'licy should wait till the Dominion 
Pai-liameiit acts on the contract made 
by Premier Macdoimld for the con- 
struction of the railroad. Generally 
accepted rumor .says that hohad.agrecd 
to give a subsidy equivalent to. $105,- 
000,000 to the corporation which is to 
complete the road to tho Pacific. The 
subsidv includes .?aO,000,000 in bonds, 
.^30,000,000 in road already built and 
owned by the (government, and \V.\,- 
000,000 acres of land, valued at S45,- 
000,000. Although the- Parliaraent 
has a ]\linisterial majority, and al- 
though tho Ministry conceals tiio phrase- 
ology and even the terms of the con- 
tract, so as to jirovent the formation of 
any adverse opinion before the meeting 
— the time for which has riot yet been 
announced, but will not be later than 
February — it is probable that the con- 
tract will not be- ratified. The public 
debt of the D(/;ninioii is large, and the 
addition of $.'10,000,000 to it, accom- 
panied by the alienation of a railroad 
worth $30,000,000 will inect:., with 
much resistance. 

If the contract Ois "feiected,i'^asi''we 
anticipate, tho Dominion could no long- 
er deny that she has treated Brili-sh 
Columbia shamefully, and could not, 
with any credit, refuse to consent to 
sijcession. The promise of a Canadian 
transcontinential raihv.ay was the nx; 
preki' ihdttceraen^fqr'IBrit^^^^ 
entrance into the Confederation, and 
when the compensation finally fails, tho 
political bond loseis its authority. After 
Canada confesses that she cannot build 
the road, then both geogra])liical divi- 
sions of British Columbia, the Island 
and the mainland, will have the same 
grievance and can act in liftrmony. 
Both want.tho railroadj butnthc main 
land does not care about that part be 
twecn Victoria and Nanaimo; indeed, 
prefers that it should not bo built, for 
it was i)rojectcd with the idea of mak- 
ing Victoria the terminus of the road, 
whereas the plan now accepted requires 
a terminus 'on IVaser riyei'. ^The island 
and the mainland have ""ijJJnflicting in- 
terests, and cannot act-, tojgothcrriuntiiv 
the Dominion again breaks'fmt)V,'|as..iii> 
refusing to ratify tho contract. 

Let us sujiposc, however, that the 
contract should be ratified. The rati- 
ficatio.n ^yould leave Vancouver Island 
ill no worse position than she is noyj; 
bub it would, .no.t furnish, a valid, ex/ 
cusoior af^iwsioniof the in'oyih^e.^^j^fo, 
' t-)i;/-.ii ;r,i V . '•- 1 i .. . *' .'t' i'-ii^iT&Vt' 



mainland • bas- committed riib^ff^ftccfF 
and one part of tho province cannot 
act independently; nor would the more I 
populous part be justified in coercing 
tho other, Altlioug'u Canada has vio- 
lated tho Island railway promise, that 
wrong could be compensated. Public 
opinion ill England will riot be gov- 
ornc-d by trifles, and will overlook many 
minor considei-ations in its desire to 
maintain the Canadian Confederation 
us a griiiid British-American power, 
with a frontage on bosh oceans. It 
would be dangerous and foolish in Van- 
t'o.uyer , Islahfl to ' expbsc~itself' td'tli? 
indignation of English statesmen and 
the intcrforeiice of British arin.s. 

The ratification of the contract would 
not necessarily imply completion. The 
condition mentioned by rumor that tho 
^coi^fatictpr must run the^^in^j|pr ten 
years after coinpletion,evmcos tlie fear 
that, the road will not pay; and of 
course the company will go only so far 
as it sees a ))robability of profit. The 
topograjihieal and climatic diHiculties 
of the Lake .Superior and Rocky Jronn- 
tain'seidtions arb' great; and two sec 
tions of the road, like tho four segtioiis 
of the Dominion, would each beineces- 
sarily tributary to the adjiicdni jior- 
tionsofthf! United States. 

We hope to SCO British Columbia 
and all Canada lulmittcd into the Am- 
erican Union on terms equal, honor- 
ably .ftiul prolitublo to both sides, and 
witl^'thatioiiiliiu .view, our Government, 
liie&s ami lidoplc should treat the Ca- 
nadians with great kindness and con- 
sidoration but v/ithout any Ijetrayal of 
the intfrests of truth and justice.

NVo arc in receipt of a circular letter 
fKjin tho iMayor of Victoria, liritish Col- 
uiubia, covering resolutions adopted at a 
niueting of the citizens and residents of 
Vancouver Island, together with concur- 
rent icsolutiona - passed by tho British 
"Polumbia Bo'.irdjof Trade, in roferonco to 
.tl]c treatment of that province by tho 
.JDatr.inion of Canada. The circular states: 
'"Tho maltreatment which this province 
has for so niiiny j'cars; 'rocoivedriat tho 
h.inda of tiie Dominion, loads 'British Col 
uiiibia to hopo that your sense of right 
and 'fi'ympathy for an injured people may 
induce you to use your powerful iniluciice 
to secure for British Columbia justice 
from the Dominion, or a release from 
political connection with it. " So far as 
onr|8ympathy can bo of any service to our 
provincial noigbboi-s thoy Imvo it to the 
utmost ; but wc fail to sec in what way 
this can have tho slightest influonco upon 
the Dominion government. It regards 
British Columbia as an outlying depcn 
dency, having no further use for it than 
to. collect rcvoiiuo.at its ports and spread 
t1ic;I)bmihB'nf&ol)tMver.it. This is very 
evident from tho troatinent which the 
colony has received since it surrondorod 
its colonial charter and became a provin- 
cial district of -.a province. Since tho con- 
fodcmtion 550,000,000 has been borrow- 
ed by tho Doaiinion for railway purposes, 
.ind although British Columbia has paid 
inoro than its' fair 'sliarb of interest there- 
on, not a dollar of it has been expended 
iu carrying out tho so-called " Carnarvon 
settlement," the first condition of which 
was the construction of a railroad 
from E.squiinalt to Nanaimo. Further- 
more, Lord Carnarvon when adjudicating 
botwooutlic province and tho Dominion, 
Btated that whereas, sovoral of tho East- 
ern province.^ h.'id obtained better tcriiis 
than those midur which they confeder- 
ated, the Western provinces of British 
C'oliunbia would rocoivo considemhly 
loss than was promised to her as the 
condition of entering : tho Dominion. 
Uaving thus deceived Britisli Columbia, 
and obtained a modincation of tho terms 
of cnnfederatioii, it was onlj' to bo ex- 
pected that tho shrewd Kanucks who 
liold oflice in Ottawa would finally repu- 
diate their oii^agcmont. This has been 
"dorid iii'fact, ailtliougli not placed on of- 
'ficial record. On September 20th, 187«, 
Karl Duflbrin, then Governor General of 
tho Dominion, said in his speech at Gov- 
crMuient House: "I would sooner cut 
uiy right hand off than utter a single 
word that I do not know to bo absolute 
trutlu , ^^Evory single item of the 
CarhaicVon "'terms "fe at tins raonieiit in 
course ' Of 'fulfiment." Yot not one 
item of it has been fulfilled. It fol- 
lows, therefore, that his Ministers will- 
fully and knowingly deceived the Guv- 
omor General also. But if tho Domin- 
ion government did not fulfill its engage- 
ments to British Columbia^ it levied an 
embargo iipdn, its trade, tlio recent pro- 
tective tariff being ruinous in its efl'ccts 
upon Victorian commerce. And now our 
neighbors have come to tho con- 
clusion' that unless thoy got tlioir island 
railroad built, the beat thing thoy can do 
is to dissolve' tlio political union with tho 
Dominion and sot up government on 
thoir own account, like Newfoundland. 
We think thoy should do so in any case. 
Tho resources of their country arc ample 
for Kiilroad construction, and self- 
government will atimulato tho peo- 
ple ! to greater energy. Tho 
lalaiur colony of Newfoundland — 
small and barren as it is — could not be 
induced to confederate w'tli Canada and 
surrender its independence, and it is to- 
day the inoat prosperous jiart of British 
North Aiuerica..Jf,the,population of Brit- 
ish Columbia are in bairnost they can shako 
off the Dominion incubus, just as th« 
Australian colony of Victoria aliook ofl" 
New South Wales and laid the foundation 
of ;v great country. But it requires cour- 
age, iutolligoiice and loy.alty to the cause. 
With these aucceas is certain.

Maebet continues to bo ex- 
cited, and prices of Wellington screened, 
o.x ship, advanced to §15 per ton, and 
this is also the nominal price for other 
first-class coals, such as Wallsend, West 
Ilartly, Scotch splint, etc. Seattle and 
other coast coals have also risen in like 
ratio. This advance is about equal to S5 
per ton for the month ol November, and 
this advance is about double the rise in 
freight rates from tho mines of British 
Columbia and Seattle, W. T. Present 
freights to the former for a return caigo 
of coal, SuSSO per ton. Our imports of 
co.al for tho month of November aggregate 
from all quarters 100,000 tons, and for 
eleven months of tho currejit year, ox- 
clusivo of California Mt. Diablo steam, 
appro.ximatcs 450,000 tons.

EASTtiRN STATES. 
New York, Dec. 10. — An iutorest- 
ed crowd of politicians was about tho 
city liall this morning to attend the al- 
derinanic meeting.

When the vote was 
taken' ifc-'resuUed for confirmation 13 
againsj;,?, and ^A-lIen Campbell succeeds 
Joiin Kelly as cpmptrollar. Confirma- 
tion ' vapidly followed of all appoint- 
ments of the major, some of which 
wero Ivcpublicans and tho rest anti- 
I'ainmany Democrat.'?. 
,i^Ew York, Dec. 11.— The iZemW, 
in its'^vild rejoicing over John Kelly's 
downfall, complacently remarks: "Had 
he abstained from outrageous breaches 
of social decency he might, perhaps, 
havosaved himself from this annihilating 
defeat by tlio resources of political 
'4tratcgisin; but when all tho rules of 
decency are violated, wlieu wanton and 
unfounded assaults are made on person- 
al ciiaraeter, the community revoUs 
ainst such exhibitions of the un.scru- 
pulous arrogance of a Bos.3." 

Tlio ,S'A/(-, Kelly's organ, sadly says: 
"With the events of yesterday tlio 
profound conviction must impress it- 
.sclf dif the ininds' of democrats every- 
wliere that New York is no longer a 
tiemocratie city. It has been traded oil" 
and handed over to tho republicans, 
body anil soul. It will no longer roll 
tip those magnificent majorities which 
ivdeeined the state and placed it in the 
van of Oitli^iiilradorafcio -phalanx.

St. Loui.s, Dec. 7.— A Chester (HI.) 
special says a man named Louis Lock- 
stein, living a short distance from 
Chester, became insane a few days ago 
from religious oxcitement. Yesterday 
he was taken before a court by a depu- 
ty slierill, adjudged iusano and i)iaccd 
in charge of two guards to be taktui to 
tho asylum at Jack.sonvillc. The 
guards took the nmn to a hotel in town 
and remained with him all night. 
About 6 o'clock this morning ho called 
for water to wash himself ; one of tho 
guards brought him some in a basin, 
which he took and immediately flung 
into the guard's face. Then ho dashed 
through the front window of tho room 
and ran down the road leading out into 
the country, the blood streaming from 
hi.s hands from cuts made by the brok- 
en glass. About a quarter of a mile 
from town he ran into the house of 
Thomas Ryan, an old man of 08 years, 
with whom lived his widowed daugh- 
ter jMr.s. Smith, and her littlo girl of 
12 years and a boy still younger. At 
this Jiouse Lockstein, who had stripped 
himself naked on the road, rushed 
wildly in and ordered the inmates to 
kneel down and iiray, saying they had 
but 15 minutes lo live. They all obey- 
ed but the little boy, who escaped from 
the house and ran to a neighbor's 
and gave the alarm. When friends ar- 
rived at the 'scjjno they found Hyan 
and Sirs. Sniitli dead, with their skulls 
smashed in by an axe, and tho little 
girl lying headless on the floor, tho 
maniac having choiiped tho child's 
head completely ofl". Having finished 
hir torrible work at this place, ho ."-eiz- 
ed the bloody head of the child by its 
long flaxen hair and, swinging it over 
his own head, •. he., dashed down the 
road .again.' ' About a quarter of a mile 
beyond he stopped at tho house of Dr. 
Gordon, which he entered. Here he 
found only a servant girl, whom he or- 
dered, as he had llyan, to kneel and 
pray. The., girl screamed, which 
l3rougli,t|tli'epii.red man from the stable, 
Dr. Gordon 'fbrfcunately appearing at 
tho same time. After a fierce and des- 
porate struggle, they overpowered and 
bound hini'with a ropp. 

■ EUROPE.

London, Doc. 11. — ^It ia understood by 
tho president of the council tliat tho 
roy.al geographical society are considering 
a plan for ii new Arctic exploration. It 
is understood that the route by w.ay of 
Iraw of Joseph's Lands will bo recom- 
mended.
